Other Steps Bring Out Impor­ 
tance of Attention to 
Rural Problems. 


Yesterday marked the beginning 
of active work in the campaign in­ 
augurated* some weeks ago by the 
organization of' a Rural Club for 
the purpose of 
improving 
rural ; 
teaching conditions in the East Cen­ 
tral district. 
In this movement, to get the rur- i 
a1 teachers of the entire district to­ 
gether for co-operation and definite 
work toward bettering conditions, 
East Central is first, being the only 
school in th e , state at present to 
have a students organization of this . 
kind. 
The Rural Club now has an or­ 
ganization of two hundred and fifty 
members and is growing rapidly. It 
is composed of those who teach in 
rural districts and small villages. 
Yesterday in response to an *n- 
itation sent out by the school, all 
but two of the county superintend­ 
ents of the district were guests of 
the college faculty at a banquet 
at the Harris hotel. 
F ollow ing-th e banquet the club 
held a meeting in the afternoon at 
the college in wlvich the w ork of 
the organization and its plans were 
discussed by mem bers of the club 
and by visiting county superintend­ 
ents, all Of whom declared them ­ 
selves enthusiastic over the propos­ 
ed campaign for betterm ent of ru r­ 
al teaching conditions. 
Professor T. C. McCormick of the 
college was elected editor of the 
journal wlvich will be published ,by 
the club during Che coming year and 
which will be sent to every teacher 
and board member in the district 
during that time. 
After the general meeting of the 
club th e various county organiza­ 
tions of the school met with their 
respective superintendents and form ­ 
ed definite plans by which the work 
■is to be carried on. 
Last night the auditorium was 
the scene of a rural teachers rally, 
the 
principal 
speaker 
being 
Mf. 
Haskell 
Pruett, one of the state 
rural school supervisors. 
Mr. Pruett spoke chiefly on th© 
consolidation program 
now

A. Floyd, county superintendent 
of Pontotoc county spoke on school 
finance, and Superintendent Co she n- 
berry of Coal county told of the 
plans that have been made for th e 
rural work in his county the com­ 
ing year.

All of the visiting county super­ 
intendents expressed themselves a* 
enthusiastic over the program out­ 
lined by the rural club and plan 
to co-operate in 
every way with 
the work that is to be attem pted the 
coming year. 
W ith a strong rural organization 
the ‘Influence of East Central will 
he felt more fully throughout the 
district and conditions in the rural 
sections are 
expected 
to 
improve 
vith th e exchange of information 
and experience of 'the club mem­ 
bers through the journal.

fever, 
to 
inoculate the ‘‘entire family” with 
anti-typhoid vaccine. 
Under another heading the de­ 
partm ent describes for the benefit 
of the outdoor enthusiasts, the poi­ 
son ivy ptant, which, it says, 
is 
very likely to infest the otherwise 
enticing camp and picnic sites. The 
treatm ent also is prescribed.

“ Poison Ivey,** says the report, 
“ is the 
most common 
poisonous 
plant in Oklahoma. It Is a climb­ 
ing or trailing shrub which grows 
In abundance along the ground.

artists and bpera must be encour­ 
aged if more production is expect­ 
ed, and one of the best means of 
such encouragement is an immedi­ 
ate change of system in compani a 
incorporated in the United States, 
said 
Mrs. 
Eleanor 
Everest 
Freer, 
national co-chairman of the opera 
departm ent, National Federation ot 
Music Clubs, in a statem ent here 
today. 
“ The adoption of our own lan­ 
guage for foreign operas will place 
American 
opera on an equal foot­ 
ing with 
those of the <A*1 
world, 
and 
also 
w ill 
encourage a closer 
study 
of 
our 
own 
productions,” 
Mrs. Freer asserted. “ America has 
opera and music all its own, but 
Am ericans have not yet fully real­ 
ized it. 
“Operas indigenous to our soil, 
in their subjects, are of great im­ 
portance, 
although 
no one 
advo 
cates • their exclusive 
performance. 
The choice of the subject, however, 
should be entirely a personal m at­ 
ter with 
the composer. If we do 
not encourage our artists we* can­ 
not 
expect much 
production, 
and 
we cannot afford not to leave art 
treasures behind us 
for 
coming 
generations.” 
More than 80 operas by some of 
the best piusicions in the country 
have been 
published, Mrs. 
Freer 
added, 
“and 
we 
as 
Americans 
should insist that they be presented 
along wlth the time honored class­ 
ics.”

25.— John W arner is dead from hy­ 
drophobia and five members of his 
family at Dewey are ill with rabies, 
the result 
of bites they 
received 
from a 
mad 
dog more than six 
weeks ago, tlve» r.tate health depart­ 
ment has been advised. 
When 
symptoms* of the disease 
first became noticeable, the family 
shot and killed the dog and d is ' 
posed of it* carcass without notify­ 
ing medical 
authorities. 
Several 
days later, W arner died but it was 
not until a physician was called in 
to treat other members of the fam ­ 
ily that the cause of the malady 
became known. The doctor immedi­ 
ately notified tho health edpartm ent 
and specially prepared kits contain­ 
ing rabies cures 
were 
dispatched 
forthwith. 
Officials of the departm ent de­ 
clared a death from hydrophobia is 
very rare in this state, an av era g e 
of but one a year being recorded. 
Once the disease is contracted, how­ 
ever, it is almost certain to prove 
fatal. 
In 
connection 
with 
the 
Dewey 
case, t h e health departm ent issued 
a special b u iltin with advice S s to 
t h e proper procedure to be follow­ 
ed in case of suspected mad dog 
bites. Pasteur treatm ents 
for 
all 
actual cases are provided free by 
the state. 
Rabies is no more likely to ap­ 
pear in hot weather than in cold, 
the departm ent circular said, con­ 
tradicting the1 general 
belief that 
the summer time is the period in 
which the disease is more preva­ 
lent. The suspected dog should be 
placed under observation for at least 
ten days to ascertain w hether he 
develops signs of rabies. It is wrong 
the departm ent says. to kill the dog 
immediately and ship its head to 
the state laboratory for inspection. 
The active principle of the disease 
appears 
principally 
in 
the 
saliva 
of tile animal and it may be secret­ 
ed .there three days and possibly 
eight before the dog shows symp­ 
toms. It -is therefor a sufficient, the
